IS THE GOLD SUPPLY FAILING] 



From iliB Engineer and Mining Journal 
«a are favored^ith a yaluabla diaserta- 
"Uori on this sabjeot, in answer to a vrork 
written by Prof. Swess of Austria, pur- 
porting to prove the gradual decrease of 
gold during the post quarter of a century, 
and gives the foUowiug geological ren- 
■ons which are (a) "All the groat gold 
fields of the world are already discovered; 
(b) The great placer deposits which, since 
the Californian and Australian discover- 
ies, have yielded about 90 per cent., of all 
the gold tlirown into market are rapidly 
approaching exhaustion.^ (o) The gold 
quartz veins never can be relied upon 
either to equal the past yield or maintain 
that of the present." "It is, of course, 
known with certainty that at times the 
production has increased and dimiuisbod 
greatly, but satisfactory statistics of tlio 
yield are attaiuablo only forthework of the 
past century at best. Upon the lii^jurcs of 
a hundred years nothing, of course, can 
be concluded, and very much loss from 
those of the past 30 years, during '.rhioh 
not only have the two greatest gold dis- 
coveries of the worlil been elTocied, but 
the prognics of civilization and the arts 
has made enormous strides. We think, 
tbereforu.lhatProf.Swess' first reason will 
hardly satisfy even surface thiukors. His 
first and third reasons may be passed^ver 
lightly. It is hardly credible that Africa" 
from which so much of the precious metal 
has come in the past, will not in its turn 
supply otlier great gold di.-itricta to the 
commerce of the world, to say nothing of 
the vast unknown lands in northern and 
central AHia, and the siill unexplored re- 
gions of the Sierras and Andes in the 
Western Continent. As to tbe future of 
our quartz mines, that is still a matter of 
conjuoiure, not us to tUeir permauonop, 
but as to their producing quality. Rock 
mining is an industry of slow growth be- 
cause it ia one requiring capital, and all 
over the world the working of veins fur 
gold is still in its infancy. A much more 
attractive and interesting fit-Id for study 
U, however, opened by Prof. Swess's 
statement lesarding the placer deposits of 
the world. It is one in whieh compara- 
tively 'itt e outside of bare Htatisitics of 
production is known, neillier can any sa- 
tiffao ory conclusion bo reached ou this 
point, until the origin and formation of 
alluvial gold depo-MtH is thorouglily un- 
derstood. The g/neral idea is that the 
gold, boingoiigiiially prcjeuted tnrongli 
the earth's crust in veins, ha^ boon durii.g 
the ages wafhed out of ih. se. as the greai 
mountain cliainn have been eroded, disiu 
tpgraded, and cut into bj|natural agents. 
Experience proves this supponition to be 
true in at least a number of oasee. Tbus 
there can hardly be a doubt that the rich, 
guluhes of California, Montana, Colorado, 
and Iilaho were filled in this way. But 
experience has aiso shown that thet:o same 
xaTines are quickly exhausted of the 
best of their golden store, and, as soon us 
this occurs, attention is drawn to other 
gravel deposits of a poorer quality, butof 
much greater extent, the postition of which 
both geological and topographical, for- 
bids tbe supposition that their wealth was 
derived directly from the ero.sion of viona. 
To this class lieliing some of tho ancient 
channel beds of CidifiTuia, notably what 
is known as the iilue Lead, and similar, 
though, perhaps, oot so extensive forma- 
tions in the three other States mentioned. 
It is but recent'y that serious work baa 
been dona on thoae depoidts, but enough 
of them is known lo assure us ttiat their 
extent is somotbing enormous, farbeyjnd 
that of the shallow and recently cut 
gulches and bars from which so mauy 
millions in dust have come. Whence, 
then, was the origin of these? Allowing 
the geologist to have full play in rocon- 
Btruflling from their shattered roraainathe 
mountain chains which crossed tho Amor 
ican continent in tho past, limiting his 
reconstruction within tho time during 
which these ancient channels wore filled, 
it will still be found imposHible to account 
for tho extensive auriferous deposits on 
the supposition of the erosion of gold 
- veina aloue. The distribution of tho me- 
tal ia too regular and its physical condi- 
tion too uniform to admit of this hypo- 
thesis. A secondary or intermediate ori- 
gin must be soughi fur, and, as soon as 
tbe attention is drawn to tbif, a new ele- 
ment will be found in the subject of placer 
dei)Osits, which, wo believe, will throw an 
' entiruly now light upon the suliject. 

The geologist who travels acro.ss tho 
weKtorn half of the American continent 
will find on both siiles of t he llocky Moun 
taiuH, at very mauy places, aud extending 
over vast areas, outcrops of what is now 
believed by tho best judges to be tho 
poliidani sandstone. It occurs genoriilly 
neit to tho granite or gneiss nucleus of 
the central mountains. It is highly me- 
tamorphosed into tt qnartzito of quite 
uniform texture, and is of a bright clean 
texture and a light gray color. Uuce 
fairly seen aud studied, it may immediate- 
ly bo recognized among the numerous 
other quaitzites which occur within tho 
same limits, and with luoderuto caro it 
may be traci d with but few aud short iij- 
terrnptions irom the Kio Oraiulo to tlie 
British line. Its visjble oiiti r.ip travel s^s 
New Mexico and Co'lorado u nhoi I distance 
■ -west of their centre, pa -iHfS through the 
BonthwfeStern coiner of Wyoming uud tho 
poutlioii.>-ti'ru coMier of Idaho, is discBina- 
blo in hc;:vy massi h oi; brtli sides of the 
Rooky and liiitt-r Koot ranges in .'..ontaua 
and Northern Idaho, is found ugam, go 
ing southward, along the eastern llmks of 
the Sierras and Coast Bange in California 
and Orngon, in many places ovetridiog 
the summits, aud pas-ses oil into British 
America o\er disnicts four and 
five hunilred miles in widtii, 
and extending to the Arctic Sea. It is 
also possible to opine that the northern 
and nortlienBtern {jorlion of Britiah Co- 
lumbia furnishes one of the largest gold 
districts in till- world; and when capital 
can be brought to bear upon that region 
80 that miMsuics can hi- taken for mining 
during tho winter season and coinmunica 
tion can be kept open with thn .sea bouid 
all the your round, then will British C!o- 
luuibii be like Siberia, a source of im-.x- 
haUHiiblf wealth and tho basis of a per- 
nau 'nt gn>aiiu!ss. 

As stated before, explorations have but 
iu-t begun on these se condary gravel do- 
iosits. lu California the greatest head- 
wav has been made, «h le in other parts 
Of the west only a few iocnlinos have been 
touched. Of course, many thousand 



miles of thoso bankt; and bars are of too 
poor grade to bo touched yet, if at nil; 
but hundreds of miles of old channels of 
great richness exist, uud will ultimately 
be opened. To all intents and purposes, 
those alluvial deposits are exhaustless. If 
we sum up tho area of those known to 
exist already, placing their valne at 15 
cents per cubic yard — a low OHtiiuato, and 
yet one at which heavy jinilUs may be 
made with the improved hydraulic luachiu- 
err of the day— their avonigo depth at 
only 10 feet, and tho saving ofl'ected at 
ouly 50 per cent., the quantity of gold to 
be extracted from them alone reaches the 
enormous sum of 100,000 millions, a figure 
80 largo as to be nearly incredible. 

To produce this is, of course, tho work 
of centuries, and wo may comedown from 
tho contemplation of such an enormous 
figure to tho modest yield of the jirosent 
day with as much rapidity as will be con- 
venient to the average mmd. We think 
Professor Swess's hypothesis of tho rapid 
exhaustion of tho world's pla:er mines 
will not bo found to be true. Tho surface 
mines in America have perhaps seen their 
best day, but these bold but a thousand I h 
of the store still available. And wheu it is 
rememberd that wo have been considering 
nothing but tho American mines, there is 
still less to bo upprohended. 

Mining operations in many countries 
may bo said to bo in their infancy so fur 
as regards acientitio methods of mining 
are concerned. British America is as yet 
untouched, iu one souse of the word, for 
tho placers already being worked, and 
those worked but, form but a small com- 
parison to the immense tract of country 
yet unexplored, and when to all this is 
added the more permanent sysleni of 
miniug on lodes, with all the improve 
mentsof science and the requisites wUero- 
with to treat the different ores, wo may 
safely conjecture that the day when gold 
will be scarce is far away iu the dim f u 
ture.

Columbia Mining Stock Board." Tho 
Board have leaso(| tho entire upper floor 
of tbo building for one year, with tho 
privilege of renewal. The room has been 
partitioned ofT, leaving a main hall 35x: 
60 feet for meetings of the Btook Board, 
and two rooms 14 feet by 20 feet each, one 
of which is occujiied by tho British Col- 
umbia Milling aud Mining Company, 
(limited), and the other by Mr. C. Mot- 
ton, tho pioneer Stock Broker of Viotoria. 
The ontrauco to the hall and offices is cm 
Yates street. Ou tho West side of the 
ball a raised platform, 10 feet by 18 foot, 
has been oonstructed, on which is 2)lacod 
the Callers stand; on each sido of him arc 
tho President and Secrotury's desks, tho 
design and workmanship •f which reflect 
great credit und taste on tho part of tho 
Uommitteo, Messrs. Morton, Opponhei- 
mor and Kurtz.

Tho Forst'jr ledgo, (ir.st; locatod ou 
by tlio rortilor Co., was discovered ou 
Chisboiiii Creek above Oregon Gulch. 
Tho coin pany have sunk 38 feet on 
the ledge, tho rock bbowing better 
assays tlitiu any yot found in Cariboo, 
aud iinprovcH us it goes down; thoy 
have, ho wevor, boon obliged to aban- 
don tho Hhiift ou account of water, and 
will coiumoiice a Jtuuuol immediately. 
This company is about to incorporate 
with 5U,UUU shares, 40,000 bcinj; di- 
vided amou,t( prumoters ami 10,000 
resorved to supply a siukii;;^' fiuul. 

On the north sulo of tbu Forster is 
the Mont;^'(.uiL-ry , in which the ledge 
was fuiiud tills week, the walla being 
well deliued, the ledge widening on 
goiug down with free gold in it; this 
coinp.tuy will also incorporate shortly. 

To the south of the Fors er is the 
South Extension, busy at work trying 
to lind the pay rock. Tboro are soino 
four or five otlior locations ou this 
ledge, but I believe nothing iu the 
sluipi) of d'ivelopuiout will be done 
until the working season opens, as 
suov. 'ind other drawbacks prevent 
.satisKicto: y work. 

About I'.OUO feel below tho Forster 
a well deliued lodge, uamod the Vic 
toria, has been traced for some dis- 
tance to where it crosses an old tunnel 
run Bomo years ago by a party of 
Welsliiueu who louiul some very /ich 
quartz thoio, but for want of lueaus 
wero uuablt! to do anything with it; 
thoy, however, kept the locality a so- 
ciet and this quartz excitement has 
only now brought it. to light. The 
company on this ground aro [cleaning 
out tho "tunnel, and a few .weeks will 
prove it. 

Near at baud and running in tho 
same direction as the Victoria is 
another supposed ledge, discovered by 
la party hydrauliciug last summer; they 
iiro now stripping tbo tailiugs and 
btlier (lebri-< from it. 

On iJurns' Crt ok eight or nine lo- 
cations liave been made. Surface 
croppiugs from Anderson's assayed 
over fourteen dollars per ton, and tbn 
rock improves iu appearanco as (hoy 
go further down. Three locations 
liavo been loiido on Anderson Creek; 
in one thoy aro running a tunnel to 
strike the ledgu at a sufficient depth to 
test it.

Ahviiidy many (juestions 
are U!jkud as Iu how this or that would 
bo in certain casus, and il is presuined 
that the next session of tho Legislature 
will see such an act passed, so as to 
provide a setlleineiil for these questions 
eai ly in the dev(:l(i|iiiient of this new 
industry, liespectf uily,

V. S. — I have just licard that a 
strong coMiimiiy has been formed at 
QuesuoUo to work oa Hi.xou Creek 
ledges. This creek is above Quosnello 
about 50 miles, and very ricu quartz 
has been foiitid on it, biitnoledgo has 
been tci-ileil or iirovod .so far. This is 
another move iu the right direction.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



EUROPE. 

(Oregouian.) 

Bbrun, Jan. 21. — If the report that 
Suleiman Pasha has reached Drama 

should provo correct, he can take his 
army, boliovod to be not less than 50,- 
000 men, to tho sea by a short inarch 
and thonco secure transportation to 
Gallipoli or Constantinople. His es- 
cape through tho Kbodope mountains 
does not appear in itself 'imin'obabie, 
aud it now sooma the force which tho 
llusaiana were ablo to place across his 
path wcat of Adriauoplo consisted en- 
tirely of cavalry which could destroy 
his communications and cut off his 
supplies, but could not seriously im- 
pede bis march eastward or southward. 
However, the news of Suleiman's safe- 
ty is unconfirmed. The rumor comes 
from Constantinople. 

London, Jan. 22.- -A dispatch from 
Constantinople announces the entry 
of tho Russians into Adriauoplo. Tho 
Austrian consul here telograped last 
night that tho town was tranquil. No 
news of armistice negotiations. 

Rome, Jan. 10. — Ttio solemnity of 
the King taking the oath occurred to- 
day. 'Iho King iu his speech thor- 
oughly upholds Italian unity, and 
says he will conform to tho measures 
inaugurated by his father. Amnesty 
will bo granted political olYouders. 

BilLurauk, Jan. 21. — It ia oihcially 
announced that the Servians, upon re- 
occupying Keinschumlj, found 24 sol- 
diers and 2 olKcera impaled. 

BociiAREST, Jan. 22. — Roumanians 
occupy Florentine, thus completing 
th^ investment of Widdiu. The bom- 
bardment of the Roumanians set lire 
to Fort Belgradsohik in Widdin. 

London, Jan. 21.-- -The "Daily Tele- 
graph" prints the following under date 
of CoDHfantiiioplo, yesterday: 

Mr. Master, agent of tho English 
relief fund, has just arrived here with 
a train full of refugees from Adrian- 
ople. These unhappy people haVo 
been in open cattle trucks for three 
days. Many perished from cold 
weather last night. Fifteen were found 
dead in the trucks. Tho sutTering of 
all is described as awful. Mothers are 
reported in their frenzy to have thrown 
away their living babies rather than 
seo them die in their arms. As the 
train moved from Adrianoplo numbers 
of jjcoplo tried to cling to the outside 
and framework of tho carriages, and 
many attempted to ride on the buffers. 
.It one station where hundreds of peo 
plo bad congregated without food for 
two days, men threatened Mr. Master 
wiih violence if bread was not given 
them. Yesterday there were 15,000 
women and children out on the snow 
at Charlon. Three trains full are 
hourly e-xpected to arrive at Oonstau- 
tiuoplo. It is not known where they 
will find shelter. The snow is seven 
inches deep aud is still falling. The 
cold is iuteus'3 . All that can possibly 
be done is being effected by the ad- 
ministrators of the relief fund, but 
many lives are being sacrificed. 

A Berlin dispatch says all tho old sold- 
iers on furlough in Ros ian Poland have 
boon called in. This new levy consists 
exclusively of men over forty years of 
age. 

Berlin, Jan. 21. — It is expected Bis- 
marck will have suGBciently recovered 
fi cm his illness to attend tho opening of 
Parliament. His negotiations with Yon 
Beniiiugson have led to no practical re- 
repult. 

Ijondon, Jan. 21. — Northumberland 
minors decided to appoint a committee to 
settle tho dispute with masters, 4,375 vot- 
ing in favor of this course, and 2,09G for 
the continuance of aslriko. 

Versailles, Jan. 21.— In tho Chamber 
of Deiiuties to-day Admiral Touchard, on 
behalf of the right, moved that henceforth 
.1 two-third majority bo necessary to de- 
clare an election invalid. Qambetta op- 
posed the motion. He called for the pre- 
vious (pie.stion, and mado a vigorous at- 
tack on the minority. Paul Cassaguac 
retorted Tchemcntly, attacking tho ma- 
jority. Cuno ]3orano Bouajjarto was 
twice called to order during Iho debate. 
The sittiug was a stormy one. Oambetta'a 
motion for previous question was adoped 
—312 against ISC. 

UTAH. 

Omaha, Jan. 20. — A conspiracy to 
ruin a number of respectable girls has 
been unearthed at Bed Oak, Iowa, aud 
intense excitement has been created 
thereby. There were in the conspiracy 
a dfizeii men, soineof them being mar- 
ried. Thoy were in tho habit of de- 
coying gills into tho ollico rooms of 
hotels, etc., on pretence of passing an 
evening in sociable game. At last 
the daughters of a minister and lawyer 
were ruined. Tho minister's daughter, 
only 15 years old, was kept away from 
home four days and her whereabouts was 
only discovereil after a most vigilant 
i-oarch. The arrest of five men followed 
two of tlieni bi i.'iK married. The parents 
are most respectable citizens and intend 
to push tho case to the bitter end, Tlie 
offenders also move in good society, 

DAKOTA. 
Dbadwood, Jan 21. — Sheriff Moulton 
arrived from R.pid City to-day with tho 

fidlowing account of tiio li:dian troubles 
in that vicinity : At noon on tLo 20th, a 
ban<l <if Indians iittackod a froigut train on 
tlio Sidupy rout(% six miles from Rapid 
City. Ono of tho freighters was biioi 
through the back und had his arm broken 
and two mules were killed. 

The Wooley and Peiloho mining 
tri r.bles have been coniproini-icd and 
satisfactorily settled. A full force of men 
will begin worlion both mines to morrow. 

EASTERN STATES. 

PiiovmENOE, R.I., Jan. 21.— Tl'o Provi- 
d(>nee Havings limik in Pawtucket to-day 
issued a circular to depositors announo- 
itig the omission of the usual si-mi annu- 
al divi'lciul, and that tho charter^ provis- 
siou would bo enforced forbidding the 
withdrawal of uumey before the seoond 
Wednesday in Aprii. 

WABHiHaxON, Jan. 22 — The supreme 
court of the United State* has decided 



that when the money or property of an 
innocent person has gone into the trea- 
sury of the of the United States by means 
of a fraud to which its agent was "a party, 
suoh money or property cannot bo re- 
tained Dgain.st tho claim of the wronged 
or injured party. 

New York, Jan 21— Wm. M.Tweedhas 
made application to the supreme court 
for his discharge under the poor debtor 
act. He was taken to the court, bnt the 
hearing was postponed. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Pbanoisoo, Jan. 21. — The presi- 
dents of the various workiugmen's clubs 
in tho city have issued an address to the 
public, holding that thoy have a right to 
j)rotection in their meetings under con- 
stitutional guarantee, that tho mayor in 
breaking them up has inaugurated a poli 
cy of terrorism, and that his acta ore un- 
warranted by the actual state of affairs. 

The run which commenced ou the Odd 
Fellows' bank Saturday, continues. Tho 
sidewalk in front is crow'ded with people, 
and tho police guard the door to keep out 
a greater number than cau be attended to 
at onou. Tho bank is jiaying out i?ijO on 
demand and requiring two days notice for 
each hundred dollars. 

At the Clay street Savings bank tliere is 
an unusual demand, though not what 
could bo considered a run. A number of 
small do[)OHitorH aro withdrawing ac- 
counts. Tho hank is paying out on de- 
maud up to S'iOO. Over that amount they 
require notice in accordance with their 
bylaws. Very few notices have been 
given thus far. 

At the Hibernian, Gormaii and Masonic 
banks not u ripple of excitciiieDt exists. 

The San Fraiiei-^co Savings Union re- 
port a slight iuereaso of Imsinnss, but 
working both ways. Tho attendanco at 
all the Savings bunks is increased by the 
fact of dividends being now payable, and 
many of the crowd aro either drawing 
them or having them credited upon their 
books. The general impression among 
well informed parties is that any oxcite- 
ineiit that may exist is without any good 
ground. 

The situation at the various savings 
banks remains unchanged, except that at 
tht! Odd Fellows bank the demand for 

withdrawal has falloD off considerably, 
although the bank is still paying out con- 
btautly. Tho rush at the Clay Street Bank 
remains almost the same. Otlior bunks 
report a slight increase over ordinary 
drafts, but nothing of cousequence. 

Workingmen announce that their con> 
vention will assemble at Temperance Had 
corner of Twenty-fourth and Alabama 
streets, between Harris, )n and Bryant, at 
7:30 this eveniuf.;. Tho authorities aro 
making effective preparations to carry out 
their policy of repression. 

The mayor says ho will not interfere 
with tho couveutioD of the National La- 
bor Tjcague which inlets pursuant to ad- 
journniofit at Dashaw.iy Hull this evening. 
Tho workingmon's convention, huv evcr, 
is a part of ihe Kearney conspiracy, and 
will bo put down at all hazarils. The 
latter is called for this evening at the hall 
on the corner of 24th and Alabama streets. 
During tbo forenoon the governor, mayor. 
Adjutant General Walsh and chief of po 
Iici3, wore in consiilt;ition on the situa- 
tion. Should any r(!sistauco bo offered, 
the police and military will be at once 
called out. 

Henry J. Coolcdgo, a sugar planter o 
Hawaiian Islands, who has been sojourn 
ing here some months for health, suicided 
at his lodgings, 2,128 Stockton street last 
uif-'ht by shooting himself through the 
head. 

Ahout 200 inon woro sot to work by the 
railroad company this morning Ulliug iu 
Mi.saion bay, at Olio dollar per day. Tho 
comi)ony expectto be able to set four hun- 
dred mora at ^ork to -morrow, should thoy 
ofier their services. 

Over 1,000 men have applied for work 
at tho tilling in ui Mission bay to-day. 
About 450 men have been set at work 
thus far. Others will be put on as rapid- 
ly as possible.

The West Indies. 

KiNOSTON, Ja., Dec. 27.— A number of 
Americans from Jialtimoro, who took pos- 
session of the Morant Keys, a dependency 
of Jamaica, and who established the Gu- 
auo company, have been driven off tho 
Keys by a British steamer and brought 
hero.

I'lO 
parations for this contingoucy aro being 
made. 

A man-of-war has been dispaiohed from 
Jamaica to watcdi Biitish interests in 
Il.iyli. 

Tho new Govei-nor, Strachan, lias ar- 
rived in B.irbadoes. A new Houso of 
Assembly has beon formed. 

Pan/.ma, Jan. C — Tho steamship Ilo 
brought from the south coast, on the IGth 
itlt,, 1314 bars of copper for Eug'aml, the 
first shipment for years, the tvafllo former- 
ly being heavy. 

There has been renewed heaviness 
on the Stock Exchange, a variety of 

rumors of doubtful authoiil icity caus- 
ing an uneasy feeling. Consols again 
declined, tiie last quotation being 94^ 
to \ for delivery, and 94f for the ac- 
count. Tbere has not been much 
business done iu respect of foreign 
stocks, but Turkish, Russian and 
Hungarian have been lower; Egyptian 
and Brazilian iinin'oved. In Railway 
shares there has been a marked de- 
cline, espeeiiilly in Caledonian, Bright- 
on, Soutli-^l'jaHtern, and Sheffield; iu 
North British and Metropolitan Di>ti iet 
there has bceli a lise.

At tho Metropolitan 
Cattlo Market yesterday there was 
scarcely any demand for hearts. Sheep 
have also declined iu value.
